1. Applicant's Request for Reconsideration filed on October 18, 2004 in response to the 
Examiner's Final Office Action has been reviewed. 

2. Claims 1-30 are presented for examination. 

3. An Examiner's Amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 C.F.R.

6. Applicant's arguments filed on October 18, 2004 have been fully considered and they are 
deemed to be persuasive. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 1-24 and 27-30 are allowed over the prior art of record. 
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The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest individually or in combination obtaining a 
second data item from an updated log file of said database system based on a value related to 
said first data item, said value being stored in said updated log file and integrating said first and 
second data items into an integration result as set forth in independent claims 1, 3, 5, 7, 8, 20, 24, 
27, and 29. 

Dependent claims 2, 4, 6, 9-19, 21-23, 28, and 30 being furtHer limiting to the 
independent claims 1, 3, 5, 8, 20, 27, and 29 respectively are also allowed. 

The closet prior art, Loaiza et al. US Patent No. 6,618,822 teaches a method for relational 
access of recovery logs in a database system. The closest prior art fails to anticipate or render 
Applicant's limitations above obvious.
